Shooting Primer 


Should one be inquisitive about the 
sport of Bench Rest Shooting, but 
doesn’t know how to start, he should 
read these instructions: 1. Obtain 
an Official Rule Book from NBRSA 
Headquarters, Mrs. Bernice E. Mc- 
Mullen, 607 West Line St., Minerva, 
Ohio 44657. 2. At the same time, 
send her $8.00 for one year’s mem- 
bership. Anyone will save money by 
doing this, if he attends more than 
three registered matches a year. 
8. From this Rule Book, a shooter 
will be able to choose the class of 
Bench Rest Shooting he prefers. 
4, Pages two, three and eighteen de- 
scribe the rifles and their limitations. 


The act of Bench Rest Shooting 
consists of sitting at a bench with 
arifle resting on sand bags. The ob- 
ject of this position is to eliminate, 
as much as possible, the errors en- 
countered in the process of holding 
and firing a rifle. Bench Rest Shoot- 
ing is a sport, competitive or indi- 
vidual. The personal satisfaction 
gained in the ability to place one 
bullet on top of another, thus mak- 
ing a one hole group at 100 Yards 
and often at 200 Yards, has capti- 
yated an enthusiastic interest of many 
shooters for this kind of sport. It is 
particularly suited to both men and 
women who are not interested in 
indulging in the more vigorous or 
active sports. Therefore many Bench 
Rest Shooters are of the older set. 


This does not mean, however, that it 
does not present a challenge to the 
younger shooter; it will engage and 
tax his capabilities as well. 


The current popularity of this kind 
of shooting was generated by the 
organization of The National Bench 
Rest Shooters Association in the years 
1949 and 1950. At that time a com- 
petitive program was introduced and 
has since been expanded. 


Once an individual has selected the 
most appealing Bench Rest Class. it is 
very important that he attends some 
of the Matches. Here he will learn 
much by asking questions, observing 
the equipment and methods used for 
loading and shooting. Any Bench 
Rest Shooter is more than anxious to 
help a newcomer. 

The equipment needed to partici- 
pate is available, for the most part, 
from PRECISION SHOOTING adver- 
tisers. It includes rifles, telescopes, 
rests, sand bags, loading tools, bullets, 
cleaning materials, powder, primers, 
etc. 

Lastly, if possible, get the advice 
of a person in the game before mak- 
ing purchases.

We had to drop the heavy guns sever- 
al years ago in order to make room for 
the Sporter class; this is in our yearly 
registered match. 


What new shooters we are getting 
come up from the Sporter class due per- 
haps to the fact that this is the only 
class we can get local shooters to show 
much interest in. We have held to the 
six power glass for our local shoots and 
have been gaining a few bench rest 
shooters who are going on to the var- 
mint classes. 


Since the advent of the 6x47 we have 
lost some shooters who feel that they 
cannot afford the custom rifles it re- 
quires to keep in competition. In fact it 
seems that cost is one of the main bar- 
riers to the beginner and perhaps this 
is why the Hunter class is going as well 
as it is. There seems to be a real effort 
being made to keep the restrictions on 
and not let the Hunter class go the way 
the Sporter went. We have the Sporter 
class to experiment with so should have 
no need to open up the Hunter. 


I hope that Remington will continue 
with the 788 and perhaps do for the 
Hunter what they have done for the 
smallbore with the 540X. This is step 
right direction if the new shooter can 
buy a rifle that he feels will at least 
give him a chance without having to 
spend $500.00. He will probably work 
up to the other classes in time. 


I do know that if the local shooters 
had not held the Sporter down in this 
area that I would have had to drop out 
of competition before I really had a 
chance to find out what it is all about. 
I agree with Bernice that the heavy rifle 
is the mother of the game but I firmly 
believe the future of the game will start 
with the Hunter class.

We are not affiliated 
with the NBRSA but some of our 
members are NBRSA members. We 
have seven different matches we 
shoot throughout the summer. We 
shoot centerfire rifles in March and 
then alternate rimfire starting in 
May. We shoot the first Sunday of 
each month through October. 


~ Our rimfire matches are shot by a 
set of rules that we have adopted to 
allow as many shooters as possible 
to compete without going all the way 
to special target equipment. We give 
trophies away for the first 3 places 
in each match. We hold a 50 yd. 
5-5 shot group bench rest match with 
any chosen .22 rimfire. 

In our centerfire matches we shoot 
an early match in March, then start 
in June alternating with the rimfire. 

In our centerfire matches we shoot 
a Sporter weight according to NBR- 
SA rules. We measure all groups 
with a Sweaney type measuring de- 
vice. In this match we shoot 5-5 shot 
groups. 

In all of our centerfire matches we 
fire a Hunting Rifle match offhand 
and a Hunting Rifle benchrest match, 
both for score. We allow up to 12X 
scope and any caliber, and maximum 
weight is 10 lbs. Following this we 
shoot a Heavy Varmint match, 5-5 
shot groups under NBRSA rules.

There has been a total of 73 par- 
ticipants with 37 of these completing 
five or more matches. 
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A few more notes on mating the 
gun to the best available lot of ammu- 
nation. The purpose of such testing 
is to develop a combination capable 
of winning aggregates, and with to- 
day’s competition this means that the 
occasional hit in the nine ring will 
probably mean curtains for you in 
that aggregate. Would you believe 
that a gun which had just shot a 
beautiful one hole half inch group at 
100 yards could be responsible for 
the loss of a tournament by shooting 
a wide nine at fifty meters? [I’ve had 
it happen! So I say again: The tight 
little show-off groups don’t win ag- 
gregates; the odd stranger out in the 
pasture loses ’em for you. There are 
so many hot shooters around these 
days that you can be sure that one or 
more of them will score the maximum 
possible under existing conditions at 
any given tournament. This of course 
means that it will take a high X 
count 1600 to win in good conditions. 
Hence the search for consistent per- 
formance from the gun and ammo 
combination. 

Of course there are many more 
ways to lose than as described above. 
Aside from the common human errors 
in holding and trigger release there 
is an infinite varity of ways to mis- 
judge wind and its effect on the bul- 
let’s journey from muzzle to target. 
How to avoid all of these pitfalls is 
the purpose of the hours spent in 
practice and of the extra care paid 
to each shot fired in competition. 
Hopefully a background of experi- 
ence will develop which will serve 
as a protection against competitive 
disaster. But aside from this, there 
are many problems to cope with on 
the range. You know what happens 
when you hang the wrong target, 
such as a fifty meter reduced one 
instead of the proper one when fir- 
ing a fifty yard match. But did you 
ever see a competitor hang his hun- 
dred yard target upside down, so that 
his sighting shots were all fired on 
the number 2 record bull? Horrible 
thought, isn’t it? 

And then there is a thing called 
-eross firing! This can be done in 
_ several different ways, all of which 
are traumatic in effect and expensive 
as to points deducted. The simple 
‘manifestation of this plague is the 
' placing of one or more shots on your

neighbor’s target, but even this can 
cause trouble beyond the penalty 
point charged to the offender. For 
instance, at the Scottish National 
Meeting at Carnoustie in 1967, I re- 
ceived a cross-fire from two targets 
to my right. It was a nine at nine 
o’clock, and thinking it was my shot, 
I corrected for it and shot at nine at 
three o’clock — and as it turned out, 
that was the aggregate! Crossfiring 
on one’s own target is also discon- 
certing, expensive and hard to avoid 
under rough conditions at 100 yards 
when heavy mirage makes spotting 
difficult. Say for instance you are 
not sure of your count on a certain 
bull, and since you have had to re- 
turn to the sighter several times, and 
time is getting short, you are afraid 
of turning up with less than twenty 
hits on your target, so you put one 
more in just to be sure. Actually, 
this is a good bet, since you are only 
going to lose one penalty point for 
each shot over twenty on your own 
target, but you’ll lose ten for each 
hit under twenty. All of this per- 
tains only if you have refrained from 
placing one on your neighbor with

the required twenty on your own, in 
which case you are disqualified and 
it’s a long, lonesome trip home. Far 
fetched, you say? And anyway, these 
things can’t happen to me, ’cause I 
shoot out of a block, and always 
check my target number before fir- 
ing. Well they do happen, and if you 
hear someone say he’s never cross- 
fired, you can be sure he just hasn’t 
shot enough yet. 

Truly, in this sport, any old timer 
can sing with feeling: “Nobody 
knows the trouble I’ve seen.” But it 
is a challenge, and it’s a heck of a lot 
of fun when they all go in the middle!

The Rifleman’s Corner 


By GARY L. ANDERSON 


BEFORE 
THE MATCH 


All of us are cognizant of the im- 
portance of pre-match preparation. 
Quite often, however, these pre- 
match activities have been the result 
of accident rather than design. The 
things we did before a particularly 
hot match score become part of this 
ritual without our trying to under- 
stand their logic. 

Through this kind of occurrence, I 
began to question the popular myth 
that calls for a good night’s sleep be- 
fore every match. It seems to make 
sense that a shooter can not get too 
much sleep the night before a match. 
I accepted this dictum myself until 
travel difficulties before one im- 
portant match permitted me only two 
hours sleep. The result was my first 
300 meter match score over 1150 and 
a very perplexing “why?” 

I started asking other shooters if 
they had ever thought about this 
question and I discovered that there 
were others who actually considered 
a full night’s sleep harmful. 50 meter 
Olympic gold medalist Bernd Kling- 
ner said flatly, “Don’t go to bed too 
early the night before a match.” I 
also learned that the Estonians who 
were the best 300 meter shooters in 
the world in the late 1930’s used to 
keep their team up all night before 
World Championship events. 

But why is less sleep beneficial? 
My own conclusion is that a man is 
more alert during a match because of 
his natural nervousness. Extra or 


even normal sleep only tends to 
heighten this alertness to the point 
where the body’s responses are much 
different than in training. Less than 
normal sleep takes some of the edge 
off this heightened nervousness and 
the body’s physiological reactions be- 
come more like those in training. My 
own practice now is to get one or 
two hours less sleep before a one 
day match, but to try to get a normal 
amount of sleep before a match that 
takes several days such as our inter- 
national team tryouts since the cumu- 
lative effect of several days of less 
than normal sleep could have other 
damaging effects. 

How early before a match should 
you get up? This should be de- 
termined by the watchword for all 
pre match activities — planning. Al- 
low a comfortable amount of time to 
do everything your pre-match plan- 
ning calls for including travel time to 
the range and time for your break- 
fast to digest should you feel you 
need to eat before shooting. Psycho- 
logically, it is not good either to rush 
your preparations or too have too 
much time where there is nothing to 
do but wait — and think. 


One question which has never been 
adequately dealt with by the USA 
shooters concerns warming-up or 
gymnastic exercises before a match. 
In Mexico City the Soviet and West 
German shooters were out on the 
Olympic Village practice track every 
morning between six and six-thirty. 
The Germans did gymnastic exer- 
cises and the Russians combined light 
exercises with 400 to 800 meters of 
slow jogging. The Russian trainer

Ratnikov described their exercises as 
“women’s exercises” to emphasize 
that they were intended only for 
warming up and not for condition- 
ing. The effect of doing light exer- 
cises before a match is to tone the 
muscles and invigorate the complete 
criculation system. Provided the 
warm-up exercises are carefully 
chosen to minimize speed and ex- 
ertion they can be beneficial to match 
performance. 


Virtually all shooters agree that 
they shouldn’t eat a heavy meal be- 
fore a match. Eating too much will 
produce a noticeable increase in 
pulse beat in prone and sitting and 
will not help the hold or perform- 
ance in any position. The answer as 
to how much to eat lies for most 
shooters somewhere between nothing 
and not much. Nervousness tends to 
reduce the sensation of hunger so 
that it is seldom noticed until the 
match is over. If you do feel hunger 
during matches then it is best to eat 
a light meal of easily digestible food 
and to drink fruit juice. Never eat 
right before shooting and try to al- 
low one or two hours between eating 
and shooting. 


Departure for the range should be 
early enough to permit arrival forty- 
five minutes to one hour before fir- 
ing commences. Your gear, rifles, 
clothing, ammunition and anything 
else you need should have been laid 
out the night before to lessen the 
chance of forgetting something. In 
fact, it is a good idea to go through 
your equipment periodically and 
eliminate those things you no longer 
need since they only mean more 
weight to carry to the firing line. 
Because parking at matches is often 
crowded and you may have to walk 
long distance with your gear it is a 
good idea to keep everything as light

as possible. For example, my rifle 
always travels in a padded aluminum 
case, but the night before a match I 
transfer it to a canvas case to avoid 
having to carry the heavier case to 
the range. 


Laying out your equipment on the 
firing line should be done the same 
way you have always done this in 
training. If you don’t go through a 
habitual procedure in which certain 
steps are taken then try to establish 
one. Habit and repetition is im- 
portant because it is so easy to forget 
to tighten the sights or check the 
action screws especially before a 
match. Only habit or a check-list 
will insure that these things are done. 
Every item of equipment should be 
laid out in a definite place where 
you can reach it quickly and with- 
out disturbance when you need it. 
Many times I have seen shooters who 
have had to get completely out of 
position just to get a screwdriver or 
allen wrench for a minor rifle ad- 
justment. 


Before every shooting day includ- 
ing training it is most important to 
perform certain checks on the rifle 
and sighting equipment. Make sure 
the action screws are tight or proper- 
ly adjusted. Double check the sights 
and rear iris to make sure they are 
tight. If the light conditions call for 
a filter or tinted shooting glasses 
make this selection before the firing 
starts by noting the effect of the fil- 
ters on the actual sight picture. The 
size of the rear iris opening and the 
front aperture should also be regu- 
lated before the match begins. 


When the word to commence fir- 
ing is given you should be in position 
ready to fire. The position should 
already be oriented and settled. You 
may not need the time you will gain 
by being ready, but the assurance 
that you have plenty of time is al- 
ways comforting. 

One of the key concepts in pre- 
match preparation is normalcy. 
Whenever possible the habits and 
routines you have established in your 
normal home life should be followed 
before a match. The good shooter

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does not have a special routine which 
he uses only before matches. He 
does not eat some special food or 
drink a magic potion. He simply 
tries to keep everything as similar to 
his habits at home as the conditions 
at the match permit. A good example 
of the kind of change not to make 


before a match concerns the smoker 
or coffee drinker who decides to quit 
just for the day of the match. Cigar- 
ettes and coffee may not be good for 
shooting, but by the time the day is 
over for this particular shooter he is 
going to be a nervous wreck and his 
scores will probably show it.

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Something New 


IN TARGET SCOPES 


By ALONZO H. GARCELON, D.D.S. 
Augusta, Maine 


One particular piece of equipment 
that most of the shooters felt could 
stand a bit of improvement has been 
the target scope. There has been 
little or no change in their make-up 
for many years. The long desired 
changes appear to be. taking place, 
however. 


A couple of years ago Bausch & 
Lomb had a 32X scope at the Ohio 
Nationals. The optics were beautiful 
and the mount was a fixed arrange- 
ment. It was a prototype, and I’m 
sure a lot of the benchresters would 
have purchased one if it had been 
available. However, it has not ap- 
peared on the open market. 

This past year saw the new Red- 
field target scope, the “3200”, show 
up on the shooting scene. Ferris 
Pindel used one in winning the 1968 
Nationals. This winter a number of 
them out at various matches. They 
are being used on guns of various 
calibers up to and including the 
.308’s. 


In other words, it is getting a good 
work-out and testing in the fairly 
heavy recoil area. If it doesn’t shake 
loose or crack lenses in this situation, 
you can bank on seeing a lot of them 
on the line next summer. I have 
been using one this winter in gallery 
competition and I must say I like it. 

It is a fixed mount - non-sliding 
arrangement and this is one real im- 
provement to a forgetful guy like 
myself. You don’t have to remember 
to pull it back and twist it to the 
same position each time as we have 
had to do for a number of years with 
the sliding type mounts. 

This fixed mount system is unique 
among target scopes and seemingly 
eliminates the problem of scope 
movement from recoil; and, of 
course, it has internal adjustments 
that are clean and crisp 1/4-minute 


clicks. In gallery shooting it appears 
to be extremely precise in response 
to adjustment. It is equipped with 
a sun-shade and has two types of 
mounts: one for small bore and one 
for big bore. It is available in 12X, 
16X, 20X and 24X and a choice of 
reticules. I like mine and am plan- 
ning on giving it a try this summer 
on my 308 in benchrest competition. 

And speaking about new target 
scopes, I see by articles in some of 
the sporting magazines that Reming- 
ton is going to put out a new target 
scope also. Mike Walker has been 
working on this item for some time 
now, and told me a little about it last 
fall. Mike’s prime purpose was to 
produce a scope that was designed for 
bench shooting and knowing Mike 
and his work, you can well expect it 
to be top notch. I gather, though I 
haven’t seen one, that they are 16 
inches long, 20 power with con- 
ventional target scope type mounts 
(Unertl) and only weighs 12 ounces. 
It is short enough to mount on the 
receiver, thus avoiding the receiver- 
barrel arrangement of the past. It 
has a 2% inch eye relief and a 1% 
foot field of view at 100 yards. I 
suspect that there will be a lot of 
these new scopes on the line when 
the summer season opens. 

To me, the important change with 
this scope, and where it will have a 
marked advantage over others, is the 
fact that by using it one will avoid 
the receiver-barrel attachment. 

I am of the opinion that this is a 
very important factor in attaining the 
ultimate in accuracy of a rifle. This 
is one reason why the sleeved actions 
seem to perform better — this plus 
the bedding advantage. Then too, the 
light weight of Remington’s scope 
will allow for more weight in the 
barreled action — another real ad- 
vantage. 

The grapevine has it that there is 
another scope — a rebuilt and new 
lens arrangement of a high power

hunting scope — being tested at the 
winter matches. It appears to be 
working out well and as soon as the 
bugs have been eliminated we will 
write about it and have some pictures 
to show the readers of PS.

1) .223 Brass is shorter than the .222 
Magnum;; it could not be used for 
either .222 Magnum or 6x47. 

2) My best load in the 6x47 is 23.5 to 
24.0 grains of 4198 with 60-grain 
home made bullets and the Rem- 
ington 7 1/2 primer. 

3) It is unlikely that .222 Magnum 
brass will be obsolete for many 
years. 

4) I have no experience with the 
6x45 so have no way of compar- 
ing it with the 6x47. Is this the 
.223 case or the .225? 


5) At the present time I prefer the 
6x47. 


6) It is assumed that the McMillan 
70-grain 6mm can be purchased 
from Mr. M. P. McMillan himself 
at 4326 N. 34th Drive., Phoenix, 
Arizona 85017. 

7) For a portable bench rest, suggest 
you try a folding wooden ironing 
board.
